Toby B.'s Owners 


“We didn’t intend to send Toby B. up 
there for the Preakness anyhow, but why 
we didn’t have him in the Derby beats 
me. Guess I just forgot it.” 

The man who forgot the Derby was Gene 
Van Deren. partner with O. S. Deming in 
a modest racing stable and in the Blue 
Grass Plant Foods. Inc.. of Cynthiana, Ky. 
Van Deren is vice president and general 
manager of the company, which sprawls 
in the shadow of a viaduct on U. S. 27 just 
north of town. 

Toby B.. which beat Career Boy and 
Countermand in the Blue Grass Stakes last 
month. has been nominated for the 
Chicagoan Stakes at Balmoral, and Van 
Deren has an eye on Washington Park’s 
American Derby. 

“T don’t know what else the horse is 
going to do this year.” he said. “We'll 
leave where he goes to Red Wingfield.” 

Before they started in business together 
in 1948. both Van Deren and Deming had 
interests in the tobacco industry. Deming. 
who also is president of the Superior Oil 
Company of Miami, formerly owned the 
Lexington Loose Leaf Warehouse Com- 
pany. Van Deren was a buyer for Liggett 
and Myers and later owned his own buy- 
ing company. which he called the Gene 
Van Deren Company. 

In addition to their plant in Cynthiana. 
they own one “twice as big” in Danville, 
Ky. Together the 2 plants manufacture 
and market 30.000 tons of fertilizer a 
year, and gross sales are well over $1.000.- 
000 a year. 

The partnership in the racing stable 
began in 1951 when Van Deren and 
Deming bought from A. B. Hancock Jr. a 
yearling filly by Fighting Fox—Dust- 
She started 7 times for them at 
2. and was claimed for $4.000 on May 27. 


sweep. 


1952. at Hawthorne. 
The same year they went to the Keene- 
land summer sales, where Deren 


picked out Ambi Abe. a colt by * Ambiorix 

-Fine Array. and Miss Pigtail. a filly 
by Fighting Fox—*Pigtail If. Both came 
from the Claiborne Farm consignment for 
a total of $6.500. Van Deren also bought 
privately from Dan Scott a yearling colt 
named Gray Scott. by *Flushing 
Dulcet. 

Van Deren’s next purchase from the 
Keeneland sales was Toby B.. which he 
bought from Alsab Farm for $4.200. Van 
Deren liked the colt the minute he saw 
him, and he hadn’t seen him a minute too 
soon. “I saw the colt being shown to 
someone alse in the stable area, but I 
didn’t know who he was then. The next 


time [ saw him was in the shed just before 
the sale.” 

In addition to Toby B.. Van Deren and 
Deming have 2 2-year-olds: Prime 
Venture. a colt by *Priam Il—Bonaven- 
ture. which they got from Mereworth Farm 
for $4.600 at the 1955 Kenneland summer 
sales. and Cynthiana Sis, a filly by *Blen- 
heim II[—Sis Lea, bought privately from 
Claiborne Farm. 

The partners have no farm, and their 
only broodmare is Miss Pigtail, which 
last year at Claiborne produced a colt by 
Arise. This year she had a colt by To 
Market. 

“We don’t own any other broodmares. 
and we don’t intend to get into the breed- 
ing end of the business,” Van Deren said. 
He isn’t one to give unsolicited advice. 
but if pushed to a few generalities he’d say 
the best way to enter the sport and en- 
joy it is to put yourself in the hands 
of a “fair and honest trainer or 
breeder.” let him assist in picking out 
some good medium-priced yearlings. He 
and Deming like to keep their stable 
small. because they can enjoy it more that 
way. 

Toby B. has given Van Deren as much 
fun as he ever expected, and his victory 
in the Blue Grass Stakes “was the best 
thing that could have happened to me.”

Love Songs 


Last winter Bill Goodwin, who has a 
5-mare farm on the Mount Tabor Road, 
Lexington, got to thinking of the expense 
and trouble in keeping a teaser well fed 
and reasonably happy. He hit upon an 
idea to put his teaser out of business. 

Using a tape recorder, he recorded the 
love song of his teaser and that of Lou 
Doherty’s. This month he spliced the best 
parts together, toted the machine to the 
broodmare barn, and started playing it for 
2 mares. 

“Both of them reacted. They were kind 
of surprised and very inquisitive, to say 
the least.” 

The recording device can be adapted to 
what the mare likes best. For those 
mares who like their lovers gentle and 
sweet, Goodwin turns the volume down: 
for those who like more display, he turns 
the volume up. 

“If anybody wants to hear a horse’s love 
song on a tape recorder, ('d be glad to 
play it.” he said. 

Goodwin, of course, has reservations 
about the success of his idea.

MARYLAND 
Mrs. Obre's Fresh Start 


Bartimore. On Maryland tracks jockey 
Tony Russo is known as the “poor man’s 
Arearo.” This is because of a marked 
facial resemblance (a prominent pro- 
boseis). rather than a bulging bankroll. 
Among his coterie of clients. Russo is 
considered a competent and hard-working 
reinsman. He's no stylist. but if his mount 
has any run in him. Russo will get it out. 
Like scores of his kind, Russo has been 
denied the one big break he needs. but to- 
day he maintains the same enthusiasm that 
marked his early saddle experiences in 
1948. 

Russo rode his first winner on August 
11. 1949, but didn’t get his first slice of 
stakes money until May 8. 1956, when he 
had the Mrs. Henry Obre’s 
Golden Admiral in Pimlico’s opening-day 
feature, the Baltimore Spring Handicap. 

“All I could think about when I rode 
into the winner's circle.” said Russo, “was 
the word-whipping a friend gave me some 
time ago. He said I'd be walking hots 
ind years. I told him maybe I would. 
but at least 'd be doing a good job of it.” 

The Baltimore Spring Handicap not only 
provided Russo with his first stakes win. 
italso was the initial added-money success 
for Golden Admiral and trainer Charles 
R. Lewis and the first stakes win on the 
flat for Mrs. Obre. 

Last season marked a turning point in 
the Turf fortunes of Mrs. Obre. Though 
she had been a patron of the sport for 18 
years, her purple-and-white silks in- 
frequently were carried to victory. Last 
year she sold her racing stable and started 
out fresh. Her first purchase was the 
Fighting Step colt Skeptical Kid, which 
she obtained from W. Hal Bishop for $25.- 
00. After the 3-year-old beat Fabius and 
Call Me Lucky in a 7-furlong event at 
Hialeah Park. Mrs. Obre commissioned 
Lewis to scout around for another prospect.

At Bowie Lewis bought from Bishop the 
Polynesian—Adda Pearl 5-year-old Golden 
Admiral for $20,000. and 5 days later he 
won a 7-furlong allowance race. After 
running fourth to | Appeal at Garden State 
Park. Golden Admiral won the Baltimore 
Spring Handicap. He carried top weight 
of 119 pounds. giving from 2 to 12 pounds 
to 10 rivals. It isn’t often a horse breaks 
next-to-last from No. 11 post position and 
still wins at 5% furlongs. but Golden 
Admiral made it with a head to spare. 

Russo allowed his mount to settle into 
stride while Hangover. Decimal, and War 
Age fought for early command, then 
threaded his way between horses to get up 
in the final stride. The surprising Admiral 
George was second, a length to the good 
of the winded Hangover. 

Barbara Obre, a cousin of Harry Gug- 
genheim, master of Cain Hoy Stable. makes 
her home at the 750-acre Andor Farm, 
Monkton. The farm takes its name from 
the legal specification: and/or. Mr. Obre, 
a scientific farmer. runs 300 head of cattle 
(Aberdeen Angus-Shorthorn cross). He 
also operates a prospering development 
company which buys, improves, and resells 
farms. 

In addition to Andor, the Obres main- 
tain 10.000-acre White Hall Plantation. at 
Yemassee, S. C.. and a 3.500-acre ranch 
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in the Shotgun Valley of Idaho. Husband 
and wife are accomplished riders and hunt 
regularly with the Elkridge-Harford Club. 

The Obres have 2 Thoroughbred brood- 
mares and a number of hunters at Andor. 
Itinerary. a 4-year-old War Jeep filly 
which was purchased at Belmont last fall 
and which later broke a foot bone, has 
been sent to Faultless.  Battleksar. with 
an Apache colt at foot, was sent to Wait 
A Bit. 

Because of their foxhunting and show- 
ring backgrounds. the Obres’ first love is 
through-the-field racing. In recent years 
they have campaigned the good jumpers 
*Xapcourt and *Coup-de-Vite. 1952 winner 
of the Belmont National Maiden Hurdle. 
Mrs. Obre formerly owned the 1956 Mary- 
land Hunt Cup winner *Lincrel. *High 
Night. winner on the flat at Middleburg 
and over hurdles at Warrenton, this spring 
is being readied by Sidney Watters for 
the New York steeplechase season. 


Trade Schooling 


Charlie Lewis seems to be on his way 
up in the training ranks. Though he has 
been training professionally only 6 years, 
Lewis is well schooled for his trade. Prior 
to World War IL he rode hunters and 
jumpers for Mrs. E. H. Augustus and 
Alvin Untermeyer, and he was recognized 
as one of the most accomplished show- 
ring riders in the East. During the war 
he was an instructor in horsemanship at 
Fort Riley. Kansas. and later served 5 
with a pack-animal unit in China 
and India. He was discharged a captain. 

Back in mufti, Lewis returned to the 
show ring briefly before turning his atten- 
tion to the race track. Starting out on the 
Maryland half-milers, he gradually im- 
proved his stable and moved to the major 
tracks. He has 23 horses in training in 
his public stable. Golden Admiral was 
the fourth horse he had saddled for a 
stakes. Lewis’ base of operations is 
Meadowbrook Farm, Monkton.

Reputation Vindicated 


With Kaster’s reputation as a grass 
horse. it was something of a surprise to 
review his record and learn that the 12- 
furlong Riggs Handicap on May 12 was 
his first stakes victory on the turf. The 
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Golden Admiral (10) got his first stakes win in the Baltimore Spring Handicap 
at Pimlico on May 8. Admiral George finished second, a head behind the winner. 


Pimlico race was the 7-year-old Unbreak- 
able gelding’s first stakes success since 
September 21. 1953, when he took the Fall 
Highweight Handicap at 6 furlongs. 

This big fellow. which is inclined to 
fret away his energy in the paddock and 
in the post parade, has been tried long 
and often. In 415 seasons he has been 
either second or third in 16 stakes. his best 
year being 1954, when he won $54.955 
without annexing a stakes. 

The Riggs brought out 11 starters. and 
on form Kaster seemed best. The wagering 
public. taking his “bridesmaid” record at 
face value—he had been second 10 times 
while winning only 2 of 25. starts last 
year—made him second choice to Cedar 
Farm’s Our Dance. 

For a mile and a quarter it seemed as 
though the chalk-players were right but 
Our Dance was ready to call it a day 
when Marked Game and Kaster moved 
to him on the final turn. Though Marked 
Game made up ground by slipping through 
on the hedge. he could not match the 
closing burst of C. Mahlon Kline’s geld- 
ing. Kaster equaled the track record of 
2:31, set by Rock Cottage in the Riggs 
last year. Kaster was a length on top at 
the wire. followed by Marked Game. Chuck 
Thompson, and Ocean Lane. The latter 
colt, beaten 2 noses in the Laurel Handi- 
cap, was making his third start in a week. 

Jose F. Siceardi’s *Patotero refused to 
break with the field. When he finally 
was prodded from the gate, the others 
were a furlong away. *Patotero was so 
tired after completing the course jockey 
Nick Shuk dismounted and led him to the 
unsaddling area.

A delay in the delivery of structural steel

Improvement with Age 


Los ANGELEs. Cyclotron. 8 years old 
now and only a few months away from 
retirement. ran one of the big races of 
his career to turn back an outstanding 
field of sprinters in the $28.850 Premiere 
Handicap as Hollywood Park opened its 
55-day spring-summer meeting before a 
crowd of 28.246. 

The weather was hardly in keeping 
with the colorful opening. Clouds blotted 
out the sun for most of the afternoon. 
but the crowd was only slightly below 
that of opening day a year ago, also 
a Friday. Betting was a little higher 
than on opening day last year. 

If there is any meaning to these statis- 
tics. it’s obscure. because on the next day. 
the first Saturday of the meeting, the 
turnout of 42.517 was slightly higher than 


a year ago — but the handle of $2.447,0% 
was just a bit under that of last year, 

Getting back to Cyclotron, the hang 
some bay fellow showed there still 
plenty of zip in his old legs. He move 
up steadily on the outside on the far tur, 
was third coming into the home. strete} 
took command inside the last sixteenth 
then held off the powerful finish of Poy. 
terhouse to win by half a length in 1:01. 
for 6 furlongs. Hollywood Park is jus 
about as fast as it was last summer, when 
all but one track record was broken, 


Performances, Appearances 


The players made Porterhouse and his 
running-mate Mister Gus 2-1 favorites, 
Porterhouse did not get away too well, 
and had only one horse beat at the half. 
mile pole. He started moving up between 
horses on the far turn. went to the out: 
side for the drive entering the stretch, 
and was gaining rapidly at the finish, 
Porterhouse’s finish takes no glory away 
from Cyclotron, because beating a sprinter 
like Porterhouse is a real feat no matter 
how you do it. 

Bred by Calumet Farm and sold private. 
ly to Clifford Mooers. of Kentucky. Texas 
and California. Cyclotron has been a re. 
markable campaigner in a number of 
ways. He was unraced at 2 and 3 because 
of recurring quarter cracks on a_ hind 
hoof. At 4 he won 5 races. at 5 he was 
second to Two Lea in the Gold Cup at 
Hollywood Park. and at 6 he was third 
to Rejected and Imbros in the Santa Anita 
Handicap. 

His sire. Pensive, won the 1944 Ken- 
tucky Derby. and the latter’s son. Ponder. 
sire of Needles. took the Derby in 1949. 
Add a strong top line to a bottom line of 
stakes producers and it is hard to see how 
he can miss in the stud. Moreover. he is 
a grand-looking horse. and his racing 
record is good, too. At one time. Cyclo- 
tron held the Hollywood Park 7-furlong 
track record of 1:2185. That was when 
the Inglewood strip was not nearly as fast 
as it is now. 


Appearance in Doubt 


On the morning of the Premiere. there 
was some talk of seratching the horse. 
Jack Westrope had been engaged to fly 
out from New York for the race: but 2 
days before the event there was a heavy 
downpour in Los Angeles. and when the 
track became muddy Cyclotron became a 
doubtful starter. Westrope canceled his 
plane reservations. 

The track quickly dried to fast. but 
Westrope was unable to make reservations 
again. The mount on Cyclotron went to 
Gordon Glisson, and no one could have 
put up a stronger or headier race. 

In addition to being the owner of Cy- 
clotron, Mooers also is listed as the trainer. 
However. he just had returned from a 
sojourn in Kentucky, and the actual prep- 
ping of Cyclotron was the work of L. T.

For example. to 
the left of the horses’ names appear the 
numbers 1 and la, and to the left of that 
are the brackets. It’s a small thing. but 
it may be helpful in making things less 
confusing for some newcomers to racing. 
The idea was suggested by Vernon O. 
Underwood, vice president and treasurer 
of Hollywood Park.

Oh Johnny Oh 


New York. In 1874 a horse named 
Dublin. owned by a man named Joseph 
Donahue. traveled from a track named 
Guttenberg in New Jersey to Jerome Park 
in the Bronx to win the first Withers 
Stakes. A year later Aristides made the 
journey from Churchill Downs to Jerome 
Park to win the second running of the 
Withers. after his victory in the first Ken- 
tucky Derby. 

The fact that the Withers is a year older 
than the Derby was brought to mind by 2 
sons of the owner of Dublin. Joe and 
Phil Donahue are still associated with rac- 
ing in the New York area. Joe is with 
management. and Phil works for the New 
York State Racing Commission. A third 
brother has little time for the race track. 
being a Bishop in the Catholic Church, 

“After taking the Weehawken Ferry. 
Dublin was walked up Broadway to 207th 
Street and then across to Fordham Road 
and on up to Jerome Park.” says Joe. “It 
was quite a trip.” 

Some people felt this year’s Withers 
field was not up to the standard of past 
years, but it was a good contest. For the 
first time the race was held at Jamaica, 
for the first time geldings were allowed, 


and for the first time a half-furlong was 
added to the old mile. All these firsts 
added up to defeat for Winding Way 
Farm’s Golf Ace. The gelded son of 
Escadru was not able to stretch his speed 
over the new distance of the Withers, and 
it may be that Jamaica’s sharp turns 
bothered him. By the same token, nothing 
seemed to bother Mrs. Wallace Gilroy’s 
Oh Johnny. 

The $7.500 spent making Golf Ace a 
supplementary eligible to the Preakness 
looked like a long gamble. Bob Ussery 
had Golf Ace off well in fourth place and 
snugged him around the sharp first turn, 
but when the question was asked on the 
backstretch there was no reply. Instead, 
it was the bright pink-and-chartreuese silks 
of Mrs. Gilroy which whipped along from 
the rear of the 10-horse field and gradually 
overtook the leaders. Eiffel Blue and Son 
of Erin. The latter did well for the first 6 
furlongs. but fell under the repeated 
challenges of Eiffel Blue. 

Danny Arnstein’s colt. which had won 
by 12 lengths from almost the same field a 
week earlier. took over from there, put his 
kead a little lower. and picked up speed. 
He got to the front. but Oh Johnny was 
coming from the back of the pack. With 
Hedley Woodhouse whipping steadily, the 
Gilroy colt worked his way between horses 
and took over at the head of the stretch. 


Bright Business Prospects 


The Withers was moved to Jamaica this 
year by the switch in the New York dates. 
With Aqueduct not having a summer meet- 
ing because of the subway construction 
near the plant. the number of racing 
days usually alloted Jamaica. Belmont, 
Aqueduct were split up between the 
remaining 2 courses. Jamaica was given 
36 days and Belmont 48, which takes the 
season through July 7. 

The Jamaica because of its 
length. could not be compared with shorter 
meetings of the past, but the first 36 days 
of the New York seasons of 1955 and 1956 
can be. In 1955. with 20 days at Jamaica 
and 16 days at Belmont, the total attend- 
ance was 935.245. In 1956, with all 6 
weeks at Jamaica, the gate was 923,972. 
In the matter of handle, the 36 days of 
1955 showed a pari-mutuel total of $78.- 
225.864. At Jamaica this year the handle 
totaled $81.359.871. With the attendance 
down and betting up during New York’s 
coldest spring, one would have to be a 
pessimist to think that last year’s totals 
could not be bettered. 

With the start of Belmont Park on May 
14 there was some thought that even the 
optimists may have been short. Almost 
26.000 persons showed up on Monday at 
the big Elmont plant, and they bet $2.250,- 
000. This was 25 per cent over last year.

landed his attack. Elpenor fell back after 
a quarter-mile struggle. and was unplaced. 
but Bewitched had difficulty holding his 
lead: he won by only a neck from another 


4-year-old. R. Strassburger’s Clichy

was the Prix Jean Prat winner Polar 
(Arbar—Polissonne. by Jock). 


Italy’s Oaks 


The Italian Oaks. 1°, miles. at Milan on 
April 29. saw the fillies which had finish- 
ed first and second in the Premio Elena 
throughly beaten by a filly which had won 
last year but was making her first appear- 
ance of 1956. The race was run in heavy 
going. The winner. La Canea (Vatellor— 
La Cadette. by Le Pacha). waited well 
behind the leaders in the heavy going, 
went to the outside for her run. and won 


by 2 lengths from the Premio Elena 
second, Geraldine (Fair Copy—Glenfin- 


nan. by King Salmon). Third. 2 lengths 
farther back, was the Premio Elena win- 
ner. Moleca (Traghetto—Loredana, by 
Onafrasimus). 

Both the sire and dam of La Canea are 
French. The dam. La Cadette. won the 
Italian Oaks in the only year foreign- 
bred fillies were permitted to run.

TRAINERS 


Fontaine, of D and H 


It was late afternoon at Churchill 
Downs. a few days before Needles won the 
Kentucky Derby. The stable area was 
quiet. there were few visitors about. and 
Hugh Fontaine. a slow-speaking Southern- 
er who leans to wide-brimmed hats and 
colorful sports jackets, now had some 
time to reminisce on the years which had 
led him there. 

“T was born in New Orleans and brought 
up on a plantation in northern Louisiana.” 
he said. “It was on the plantation that I 
first got to fooling with horses and began 
to ride. I didn’t really have much to do 
with horses. though, until after World War 
I.” 

The years’ between the time Fontaine 
left the plantation and the day he made 
horses his business were active ones. He 
attended Washington and Lee University 
in Virginia for 2 years. then switched to 
the University of Missouri. where he was a 
classmate of Bill Corum. He was follow- 
ing a pre-medical course at Missouri (his 
father was a physician). when he decided 
he would rather fly airplanes than be a 
doctor. He enrolled in the first aviation 
school of the Signal Corps. and immediate- 
ly after the U. S. entered World War I he 
was commissioned a first lieutenant. 
with the 91st 


Fontaine went overseas 


Observer Squadron and later transferred to 


the 49th Pursuit Group. 


He became the 


South’s only World War I ace. and was 
awarded the Distinguished Service Cross 


times. 


One of his military associates 


was Capt. Eddie Rickenbacker. now presi. 


dent of Eastern Air Lines. 


The Polo-Player 


After returning from Europe, 


Fontaine 


worked briefly in the oil fields of Okla. 


homa. then operated a cotton farm jp 


Mississippi. 
ness by opening a polo stable 


He got into the horse busi- 


in Memphis, 


“[ used to go out to Texas and buy likely 

looking polo ponies. train them. then bring 

them back to Memphis and sell them.” 
It was polo that first brought Fontaine 


to Kentucky. “I played here 


in 1926. 1927, 1928, and 1929, 


in Louisville 


In 1929, 


when I was playing in a match at the 
country club here. Maj. Louie Beard asked 
me to come over to Lexington to help get 


polo started there. 


The next year [ went 


to work as manager of H. P. Whitney's 


farm 


(now the C. V. Whitney 


farm), 


under the direction of Major Beard, who 
was running Greentree Farm. too. Mr. 
Whitney wanted to retire Mr. John Haynes, 


who had helped Major Beard 


run the farm 


for many years. and [ replaced him. I was 
real green. but Mr. Haynes stayed on for 


6 months to help me get started. 


After 


2 vears. I left to manage W. R. Coe’s 
Shoshone Farm (now Spindletop Farm) at

Behind 


trainer Fontaine is Joe Rutter, who broke Needies at Dickey Stables and now 
is stable foreman for the D and H Stable of Bonnie Heath and Jack Dudley. 


The Blood-Horse 
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Lexington. Managed the farm for a year 
orso. then took over the training.” 

During his years at Lexington. Fontaine 
spent most of his spare time playing polo. 
He and Major Beard organized games at 
the Whitney farm, and he later joined with 
Edward and Joseph Madden to start the 
Jroquois Polo Club on the Maddens’ Ham- 
burg Place. 

When Fontaine took over the training 
of Coe’s horses. he had almost immediate 
success. One of the horses already in the 
stable was Ladysman—until Needles, the 
best horse he ever saddled. By Pompey. 
Ladysman won the 1934 Suburban Handi- 
cap. beating Equipoise, War Glory, and 5 
others. The next year Coe decided to 
disperse his racing and breeding stock, 
and Fontaine started looking for another 
job. 
In 1936, Mrs. Isabel Dodge Sloane asked 
Fontaine to come to Virginia to manage 
her new Brookmeade Farm. He supervised 
the planning of the farm. and in 1937 was 
given the additional task of training the 
Brookmeade stable. 


“The Damnedest Mistake” 


“[ had some good horses for Mrs. Sloane, 
but no champions. I trained Mettlesome. 
National Anthem. Handcuff—I won 5 Oaks 
with her—Pomayya, Safeguard. That 
Safeguard was the fastest little filly I ever 
had. She run far. though. I 
bought some top mares for Mrs. Sloane— 
Flota (dam of Sailor and Seaward). Sun 
Mixa (dam of Fertile Lands and Sunny 
Dale). and Bonnet Ann (dam of Picador 
and Capeador). 

“Now let me tell you about the 
damnedest mistake I ever made. [ sold 
Market Wise at the end of his 2-year-old 
season. 

“Mrs. Sloane bought him as a yearling 
at Saratoga as a favor to Mrs. Grayson, 
the widow of Admiral (Cary T.) Grayson. 
He was the first yearling in Mrs. Gray- 
son's consignment, and Mrs. Sloane and 
Bernard Baruch, who also was a good 
friend of Mrs. Grayson’s. bid on the year- 
ling to help Mrs. Grayson’s sale get start- 
ed. Both Mr. Baruch and Mrs. Sloane 
thought they had bought the yearling. but 
the auctioneer had recognized = Mrs. 
Sloane’s bid. She paid a pretty good 
price ($2.300) for him. 

“The colt was a big one. and he didn't 
show anything at 2, Al Robertson. who 
was exercising horses for me, worked hard 
on him all year, and at the end of the 
year he came to me and said, ‘For God’s 
sake get rid of this horse—I can’t make 
him run. can’t blow him out a half-mile 
in 50 seconds.’ 

“A few days later Georgie Carroll came 
over to our barn. He said. ‘I’ve got a man 
with $3,500. Have you got a horse I can 
Win some races with in Florida

Winter?”

Best horse trained by Fontaine before he got Needles was W. R. Coe’s Ladysman, 


which beat Equipoise in the 1934 Suburban Handicap. 


“TL told him about Market Wise. He 
didn’t like the colt much. but I told him 
if he could get another $1.500 we would 
throw in a filly with the colt. The filly 
never amounted to anything, but he liked 
the filly better than Market Wise. To give 
him his money’s worth. I threw in the tack 
for both horses with the deal. 

“Well. the colt won his first start for 
Louis Tufano that winter in Florida. a 
claiming race at Tropical Park. and he 
never ran in a claiming race again. The 
next fall (1942) IT was at Belmont Park 
when he beat Whirlaway in the Jockey 
Club Gold Cup. 

“After the Gold Cup. T went up to Mrs. 
Sleane’s box and told her, ‘I just stopped 
to say good-bye.” She asked where I was 
going. and [ told her that I thought I would 
jump off the grandstand roof. She said. 
‘You go out there in the paddock, and 
there’s an old man out there sitting under 
a tree. That’s Jim Fitzsimmons, and you 
can cry together. He's sold plenty of 
good ones, too.’ 

“In 1944. I left Brookmeade. and went 
on my own for a few years. training a 
small stable. [ didn’t have any great 
success. and [T got out of racing and went 
to Fort Lauderdale. Fla.. to sell boats.” 


Fishing in Common 


In 1950 Fontaine met Bonnie Heath and 
Jack Dudley, 2. young Oklahoma oilmen 
who spent their winters in Fort Lauderdale. 


The jockey is R. Jones. 


“We went fishing together quite a bit.” 
Fontaine recalled, “but at first there 
wasn't much talk about racing. I did get 
back into racing pretty soon after that. 
The next year Gene Mori asked me to 
work in New Jersey as a racing official. 
I worked one year on the Jersey circuit as 
a patrol judge, then came back to Fort 
Lauderdale. I liked being back in racing. 
but I had had enough of being a patrol 
judge. Dudley and Heath said they would 
like to race a small stable. and we got 
together.” 

First horse to carry the D and H Stable 
colors was Foster Son. Florida-bred 
colt which made his first start in’ the 
first race of the 1953 Hialeah Park meet- 
ing. “We won a few races the next couple 
of years.” Fontaine said. “but we didn’t 
have a stakes horse until Needles.” 

A friend of 20 years was responsible for 
Fontaine’s purchase of Needles at the 
beginning of the colt’s 2-year-old season. 

“Elmo Shropshire worked for me when 
I was managing Shoshone. I gave him his 
first job when he came back to the farm 
from the race track. He worked with me 
at Brookmeade, then worked for William 
Helis. Grant Dorland. and wound up at 
the Dickey Stables. 

“In December. 1954. Elmo called me at 
Hialeah, and said, ‘I got one horse. boy, 
I want you to look at. I think he’s going 
to be a real top one, and you can have first 
chance at him.’ 

“IT went down and looked him over. and

I liked him right away. They were ask- 
ing $20.000. a hell of a price for a Florida- 
: bred—but he had some good _ kinfolks. 
3 Dudley and Heath hadn't spent that kind 
of money for a horse before. but I told 
them that I thought it was worth a chance. 

“Needles is not a hard horse to handle, 
never has been a hard horse to handle. 
He’s different from most horses. but all 
horses are individuals. There are not 2 
good horses you can handle exactly alike. 
You can get what vou want from Needles, 
but you can’t push him. He won't stand 
abuse. I think if you went into his stall 
and tried to fight him he would fight you 
until he dropped dead.” 


The 2-Year-Olds 


Needles isn’t the only horse Fontaine 
has for D and H. There are 8 horses in the 
stable. including 3 2-year-olds. “I can’t 
tell vet whether any of them will be good 
ones. None of them will be ready to race 
until Monmouth Park. One of them is 
Mr. Seymo, by Case Ace—War Plumage. 
We bought him for $23.000 at the yearling 
sales in New Jersey last fall. He’s the one 
which put Humphrey Finney the 
hospital when he jumped out of the ring. 
There’s another colt, *Blueberry Hill IT. 
that Dudley and Heath bought privately 
in Ireland last summer. He is a_full- 
brother to Wilwyn. that won the Inter- 
national. He's got bucked shins now, but

I think he'll be all right in about a month. 
The other one is a filly. Gold Vale. that 
they bought at the Kroese sale.

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OBITUARY 


George Krehbiel 


George Krehbiel. 65. Turf editor of the 
Detroit Vews, died at the Norton Infirmary. 
Louisville. on May 10. He had suffered a 
stroke on May 6. the day after he reported 
the Kentucky Derby for his newspaper. 

A native of Erlanger. Ky.. Mr. Krehbiel 
began his newspaper career in 1916 with 
the Cincinnati Commercial Tribune. When 
the U. S. entered World War I. he joined 
the Marine Corps. served overseas, and was 
awarded 2 decorations. 

After the war he worked at the Com- 
mercial Tribune for several years. before 
joining the news staff of the Detroit Free 
Press. He moved to the News after a 
few years. and in 1935 became the news- 
paper's Turf writer. He annually covered 
all racing at Detroit Race Course, Hazel 
Park. Churchill Downs, Keeneland, and 
Tropical. Gulfstream. and Hialeah Parks. 

For several years Mr. Krehbiel and his 
brother. Judge Franklin Krehbiel. of Cin- 
cinnati, bred a few Thoroughbreds at a 
farm near Wilmore. Ky. Best of their 
horses was Golden Man, which earned 
about $60.000 and won several $10.000 
overnight handicaps at the old Detroit Fair 
Grounds. 

Survivors include his wife. 
Krehbiel. and his brother.

THE HERMIT 


Bred in 1864 by William Blenkiron, the chestnut son of 
Newminster-Seclusion was named The Hermit, probably 
to distinguish him from a previous Hermit, foaled in 1851 
by Bay Middleton, and exported to Australasia in 1860. 
However in subsequent years when the son of Newminster 
became the premier sire of his day, leader for seven consecu- 
tive years from 1880 through 1886, the two were felt to be 
distinguishable on other grounds and the article was dropped 
from Hermit’s name. 

Hermit proved to be a bargain buy as a yearling for Henry 
Chaplin at 1,000 gs.; he won in excess of 13,500 gs. in 
purses over four seasons and an incalculable amount in 
wagers for his owner. Hermit started six times at 2, win- 
ning four and finishing second twice, to be regarded as the 
winter-book favorite for the Derby. At 3, he was entered 
but did not start in the 2,000 Guineas, at the request of his 
trainer Capt. Machell who thought, mistakenly, that he 
could win with his own colt, Knight of the Garter. Hermit 
progressed well in his training but 10 days prior to the 
Derby, while working with a stablemate, suffered a bursted 
blood vessel which splattered his rider, Custance, with blood. 
All hopes for his chances were forsaken and Custance was 
released to ride The Rake in the Derby. The injury proved 
to be inconsequential however; Capt. Machell tied Hermit’s 
head in an upright position in his stall to alleviate the con- 
gestion and proceeded with his works, confining them to 
down-hill grades. 

Hermit was a washed-out chestnut at best, rather scraggy 
looking with a ewe-neck according to Chismon, and when 
snow swept the paddock prior to the Derby, Hermit’s coat 
was staring, his tail tucked, and he appeared to be in miser- 
able condition. His odds soared to 100-1 and few, apart from 
Chaplin and Machell, had the temerity to take them. 

There were 11 false starts, taking up most an hour, and 
when the 30-horse field finally got away, Julius, Bedlamite, 
and Vauban went out together on the lead. After a half- 


mile Vauban, winner of the 2,000 Guineas, assumed command 
and led into the stretch where he was overtaken by Marks- 
man. Unnoticed until a 100 yards from home, Hermit made 
his challenge, far out from the rail, overtook Vauban and 
then Marksman to win by a neck in a dramatic, snowy 
finish. It was reported that Chaplin won over 100,000 gs., 
which added considerably to the drama for him. 

Following his Derby victory, Hermit won the Ascot Biennial 
S., and the St. James Palace S. On Sept. 11, 1867, he ran 
second to Stockwell’s outstanding daughter, Achievement, 
in the St. Leger; on Sept. 18, he again ran second to her in 
the Doncaster Cup; two hours later, Hermit came out again 
and won a sweepstakes. Thus in 48 hours, Hermit ran three 
races and a cumulative distance of 61, miles. Up to this 
point in his career, he had made 12 starts, won eight, and 
had finished second four times. He never won again. He 
finished second in his other two starts at 3, was second 
twice in five starts at 4, and unplaced in his three starts at 5. 
Hermit entered stud in 1870 at 20 gs., an uncommonly low 
fee for a Derby winner despite his poor form in his last two 
years on the turf. He was 15th on the sire list in 1874 
and his fee was raised to 100 gs. the following year. In 1880, 
the first of seven consecutive years he led the sire list, 
Hermit was raised to 150 gs., and in 1886, he stood for an 
unprecedented 250 gs. From 1876 through 1889, the year 
before his death, Hermit was never lower than eighth on 
the sire list. 


Among his many outstanding winners were Shotover (Derby, 
2,000 Guineas), Thebais (Oaks, 1,000 Guineas, 27 wins), 
Tristan (Champion S., Grand Prix de Deauville, outstanding 
French sire), Peter (a sure Classic winner, disqualified by 
death of his owner), “St. Blaise (Derby), Lonely (Oaks), St. 
Marguerite (1,000 Guineas), ete. Hermit’s tail-male line 
is still of considerable influence in France through Sans 
Souci II, but in America, it died out with Ballot, best 
known now as the sire of Rose Leaves, Bull Lea’s dam.
